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Action to Have Helen Mattern McPherson 
Named as Co-defendant Has Been Started 


Initial steps to have Helen 
Mattern McPherson named as co- 
defendant with her husband Hon. 
O. L. McPherson, in the suit al- 
leging collusion and asking nul- 
lity of the divorce decree, be- 
tween Mrs. Cora McPherson and 
and the minister were launched 
by George H. Van Allen, K.C., 
before Br. Justice Ford in Sup- 
reme court chambers on Tihurs- 
day morning. 

Mr. Van Allen who is acting for 
‘Mrs. Cora McPherson, former wife 
of the provincial minister of public 
works, was successful in being allow- 
ed to enter his motion, which if ag- 
reed to by the court when it comes 
up for hearing jn the fall may result 
in Helen Mattern McPherson being 
walled to enter her defence in the suit 
started by the first wife. The pres- 
ent wife of Mr. McFhicrson did not 
testify at the hearing of the case, 
ewhich lasted three weeks and provid- 
ed some of the most sensiational evi- 
dence ever heard in an Alberta court. 

Mr. Justice Fond dismissed the ac- 
tion brouglt by Cora McPherson in 
a judgment handed down a few days 
ago, reserving the matter of. costs 
and also an application under the Do- 
mestic relations act. 


When Mr. Van Allen appeared be- | 


fore Mr. Justice Ford on Thursday, 
however, be asked for postponement 
of the formal entry of the judgment 
until the end of the long vacation, 
come time in September. 

Here is the formal order handed 
.down by Mr. Justice Ford at the 
evil of the hour-long argument on 
Thursday, with Dixon Craig appear- 
ing for Hon. O. L. McPherson. 

McPherson vs. McPherson Or- 
der of Mr. Justice Ford, Thurs- 
day, July 20, 1983: The entry of 
judgment will be postponed un- 
til after disposition of the motion 
to add to and to amenid, of which 
notice has been given for Monday 
next without leave. I now give 
special leave for the launching 

- of the motion nunc pro tunc (for 
the time being) anid adjourn that 
motion until some time in Sep- 
tember next, to be arranged for 
after the return of Mr. Woods 
and Mr. Maclean.” 

Sidney B. Woods, K.C., and Neil 
D. McLean, K.C., chief counsels re- 
spectively, for the minister and his 
first wife, are both away on extens- 
ed holidays at present. 

Now comes the motion launched by 
Mr. Van Allen: ‘‘Take notice that 
an application will be made upon be- 
half of the plaintiff (Mrs. Cora 
McPherson) before Mr. Justice Ford 
in chambers, or in the event of his 
absence, before thie presiding judge 
in chambers, at the Court House, 
Edmonton, on Monday, the 24th day 
of July A.D. 19383, at the hour of 


10 o’clock in the forenoon, or as 
soon thereafter as the motion can be 
heard, for an order to add ae . de- 
fendant to this action, Helen Mattern 
McPhreson, and for leave to the 
plaintiff (Mrs. Cora McPherson) to 
amend the amended statement of 
‘claim accordingly, pursuant to the 
rules of the court im that behalf, and 
for an order for such directions as 
&o the trial of the issues between the 
plaintiff and the said proposed de- 
fendant (Helen Mattein McPherson) 
as may seem meet and proper; and 
further take notice that in support 
of such application will be read the 
affidavit of the plaintiff, the reasons 
of judgment of the Hon. Mr. Jus- 
tice Ford and such other material as 
counsel may advise.’? 

(The statement of claim is the 
first document filed in a civil action 
of any nature and sets forth the 
grounds on which the action is 
sought) . 

Tix2 ‘‘reason of judgment” refer- 
red to here is the following portion 
of the judgment recently handed 
down by His Lordship. ‘‘Some point 
was made in the angument on behalf 
of the plaintiff as to the inference 
which I should draw from the fact 
that Helen McPherson was not call- 
ed as a witness ‘by coynsel for the 
defendant, and as to the presump- 
tion, which, it is claimed, arises from 
that fact. While, having regard to 
tine course the trial took, it was ta 
have been expected that she would 
have been called, and while if I had 
had the power to do so, I might thave 
called her myself, I can not say in 
the view I take of the case, that her 
not being called justifies: any con- 
clusion of fact different from those 
I ttave made. Indeed in the view I 


| take of her not. being a party to the 


action, any adverse comment would 
be ‘unjustified. ” cs 
' The efifect of Helen Mattern Mc- 
Pherson being allowed ‘to be named 
as a co-defendant would be that the 
trial would probably be re-opened, 
the lengthy testimony clready in 
would be taken as read, and, Mrs. 
Helen Mattern McFRherson would be 


the only remaining witness... It would 


form a sensational climax to an al- 
ready sensational trial, if this is 
done. 

Argument started at 11 a.m. sharp 
and lasted, with some delays, - until 
11:45 a.m., with Mr. Van Allen and 
His Lordship doing most of the talk-. 
ing. Oourt Reporter T. A. Powell 
was then sent for and formally took 
tie onder in shorthand on His Lord- 
ship’s dictation.

attorney-general of Alberta, as a 
member of the legal firm of Lym- 
burn, Reid and Cobbledick, is one of 
the solicitors for the plaintiff. 

As a member of the executive coun- 
sel of Alberta, the attorney-general 
recommended the appointment in 
1927 under the authority of legisla- 
tion of G. B. Henwood, K.C., ag 
deputy attorney-gencral and King’s 
Proctor, ; 

It is the duty of the King’s Proc- 
tor to instruct counsel to argue be- 
fore the court any qucstion which 
the court deems necessary or exped- 
ient in divorce proceedings before the 
decree nisi is made absolute, the de- 
fence statement reads. The latter 
may take such steps as the attorney- 
general may feel is necessary where 
collusion is suspected by the parties 
to the action and may intervene, re- 
tain counsel and subpoena witnesses 
to prove the alleged collusion. 

In this particular action the plain- 
tiff was accessory and did connive 
at securing the required -tatutory 
evidence necessary for divorce, ac- 
cording to the statement of defence. 

In his capacity as ‘solicitor “and 
counsel for the plaintiff the interests 
and duties of Hon. J. F. Lymburn 
are seriously in conflict with his in- 
terests and duties in his capacity as 
his majesty’s attorney-general for 
Alberta, the statement of defence al-

action entirely. The shock of the 
judgment is softened only by the 
many expressions of sympathy that 
have poured in to me from all parts 
of tine Province and from all classes 
of people. ms | 

Without any funds of my own, and 
dependent on charity and public re- 


| lief and what meagre earnings I can 


contrive, it would be impossible for 
me to bring my case before the Court 
and the bar of public opinion except 
for the kindness and generosity of 
the women of Edmonton and otihers 
who, in my hour of need, supplied the 
means to pay some of my Court costs 
and witness fees and to petition the 
Court. To my counsel, Mr. Neil D. 
Maclean, K.C., and Mr. G. H. Van 
Allen, K.C., I am doubly grateful for 
their valuable legal services on my 
behalf, though the funds as my dis- 
posal have not as yet permitted me 
to pay their counsel fees in the 
lengthy suit. 

I am advised by counsel that in a 
case of this sort, and with the evi- 
dence on the record, there is every 
likelihood that a higher Court may 
take an entirely different view from 
that arrived at by Mr. Justice Ford, 
and that I can hope to secure a 
judgment which will re-instate me in 
my home and restore me to the so 
ciety of my children and entitle me 
to receive support in keeping with 
my husband’s position in life. 

I have, in the sacrifice I made, 
lost everything that a woman holds 
dear home, husband, children 
friends, protection and love. I am 
denied any financial recognition for 
my help to my husband in the long 
years when I aided him from his lot 
as a poor homesteader to realize his 
ambition as a man of means and a 
Minister of the Crown. I have noth 
ing left in life but the goodwill of 
those who aided me in my efforts 
to claim my rights as a mother, and 
as a woman who made a satrifice. 

There is not an atom of truth in a 
story being circulated to the efifect 
that my husband has settled a sub- 
stantial sum of money on me. The

in. August, 1082, Since then I have 
been, and am still, entirely depend- 
ent on the charity of others. 

To carry my appeal to the higher 
Courts, and to the Privy Council, if 
necessary, will entail futher expens- 
es for the printing of appeal books, 
etc. Women friends, feeling that in 
a sense I am waging a fight for ev- 
ery mother in the Province, any of 
whom by a turn of Fate’s wheel may 
be forced into the position I was 
forced into, and. then discarded— 
have urged me to make a wider ap- 
peal for help in» my extremity and 
efforts to redress the wrongs I have 
suffered. Accordingly, it has been 
arranged that a Fund will be opened 
with the Bank of Nova Scotia in Bd- 
monton, to enable me to carry an 


appeal from the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Ford. 

This is not an appeal for charity 
in a personal sense. I am not ask- 
ing for a cént for myself. The fund 
is to enable those men and women 
throughout the Province who may 
have read the very complete reports 
of the evidence printed in the Edmon- 
ton Bulletin and other papers, and 
who think with my counsel that an- 
other Court may take an entirely 
different view of the evidence, to 
contribute to that end. I am hoping 
that in this unequal struggle, in 
which so far I have been . worsted, 
with the help of many kind friends, 
I shall yet have my home and dhild- 
ren restored to me. Any contribution, 
no matter how small will be grateful- 
ly received and applied to the pur- 
pose of the case. 

I take this opportunity to thank the 
hundreds of kind hearted men and 
women who in my poverty and lone- 
liness and defeat have not scorned 
me, but instead have given me as- 
surances of friendship and sympathy 
and encouragement. From the depths 
of my stricken heart I gratefully

By Force 


The first sharp division of opinion 
at the C.C.F. convention, now in pro- 
gress at Regina, was precipitated by 
a motion to delete from the manifes- 
ta prepared by the provisional exe- 
cutive declaration, ‘‘We do not believe 


. 


in change through violence.”’ The 
pacifist forces won. 
A division on this question was 


bound to come at the convention, in 
view of the fact that there are two 
distinct schools of thought in regard 
to the question of violence. One school 
belicves that Oapitalism is maintained 
by force and therefore can only be 
removed by force; the other holds: to 
the point of view ‘lat force never 
advances any cause and that radicals 
must seek to gain their ends through 
constitutional methods. 

First of all, let us say that the 
convention was extremely wise to 
squash any open advocacy of force, 
if for no other point of view than 
that of political expediency. To have 
admitited, even tacitly, that force 
might be necessary to achieve their 
objectives) would have opened C.C.F. 
members up to a devastating cannon- 
ade from the other parties, who are 
determined either to ridicule the new 
party into oblivion, or to paint its 
supporters as dangerous reds. 

As far as the use of force is con- 
cerned (regarded as a general prob- 
lem and without reference to any 
party in Canada) the situation to us 
seems to be quite simple. 
the democratic channels for reform 
remain open, as. long as it is constit- 
utionally possible to bring about rad- 
ical reform, utilization of force is to 
be condemned; if, on the other hand 
those channels be closed up and force 
be used to impede constitutional pro- 
gress, then use of force to overthrow 
existing institutions become justified. 

In Germany, for instance, constit- 
utional government has ceased to ex- 
ist and the reactionary elements in 
the community are maintaining the 
status quo by force; therefore it has 
become justified to use force to over- 
throw: those ‘elements—_since Without 
the use ef force no _satisfactory 
change can be effected, 
change ceases a community stagnates. 

If a Fascist government ever came 
into being in Canada—the sort of 
government which is contrary to all 


that we have been taught to 
admire—it would become ethically 
justified to mobilize a _ revolution. 


But, as lohg as a constitutional means 
of righting ills exists, use of force is 
worse than a crime—a blunder|

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Peace Pacts 


Sctnatie icine 

London—The mort important out- 
come of the World Economic Confer- 
ence, so far, is that which it did not 
set out to achieve, namely, thepeace 
of Eastern Burope. In fact, the feat 
was accomplished behind its back and 
the conference hardly noticed it. Yet 
if the international assembly that 
has sat in the Geolozical Museum 
vere for an eventful month or 80, 
had not been called together the pact 
which the Times described as a dis+ 
tinct gain to European _ stability, 
might never have decn signed. 

The agreement is in the form of a 
sonvention for the definition of what 
constitutes aggression between states 
ttiat might lead to war. Tt has been 
promoted by Soviet Russia as part of 
her policy cf peace towards other 
countries, and it has now been sign- 
ed by Afghanistan, Persia, Estonia, 
Latvia, Poland, Rumania, Lithuania, 
and Turkey, in a word all the states 
whose frontiers anywhere adjoin Rus- 
sia’s, except India and China. 

All these states agree that the 
outlawry of war as imposed by the 
pact of Paris prohibits aggression of 
any kind by one country towards an- 
other. Therefore, they consider it ne- 
cessary to define just what they! 
think aggression to be ‘‘in order to 
preclude any pretext for justifying 
it.’’ 

As their definition is likely to play 
a big part in future discussion on 
peace, it is worth giving in full. An 
aggressor ic defined as that nation 
which. 
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Market Losses

A good many people have been giv- 
en a severe lesson during the past 
few days, a lesson which apperestly 
they failed to learn during these 


years of depression. The alacrity 
with which the people of Canada— 
or, more correetly, some people of 
Canada— sprang back into the atti- 
tude of 1929 at the first appreciable 
flutter in the market delivered a 
severe blow to those idealistic persons 
“ko imagined t'at the experiences 
we have had oh'anged our nature. 

On? important fact must be kept 
in mind. The public were warned by 
the newspapers ‘ha! it was a gom- 
blers' market. As a result all the 
people who found tivemselves facing 
loseos due to a thirty cent drop in 
wheat in colloquial language had it 
coming tio them. 

It is, of course, preposterous that 
the price of any basic commodity, 
obeying tthe fluctuations of supply 


and demand, sould increase or de- 
crease by thirty per cent. within a 
few days. And those who bought 
wheat and held on to it as it made 
sensational advances must have real- 
ided tihat they sttood to profit, or to 
lose, not as a result of the working 
of economic laws but because of some 
basically artificial market condition. 
There is very little that we can 
suggest in the way of remedy. For 
some the remedy has been drastic, 
but simple; they have simply lost 
their money. For others they should 


Declares war on another state. 

Invades by armed force the terri- 
tory of another state, even without 
a declaration of war. 

Attacks by its land or sea forces 
or from the air, even without the de- 
claration of war, the territory, ves- 
sels or flying machines of another 
sibate. 

Establishes a naval blockade .of 
the coasts or ports of another state. 

Gives support to armed bands, 
whic, organized on its territory, 
shall have invaded, or refused, in 
spite of the demand of the invaded 
state to take on its «wn territory all 
the steps in its powef to deprive the 
bandits of all aid and protection. 

Tie pact also lays down that ‘‘no 
consideration of a political, military 
economic or any other character shall 
corve as an excuse or a justification 
of agression. Furthermore, no act of 
aggression shall be deemed to be just- 
ified by the internal condition of a 
state or its international conduct. 

These provisions are clearly  in- 
tended to cover such contingencies as 
Japan’s invasion of China and the 
‘Nazis’ support of ‘‘armed bands’’ 
such as those that have been mak- 
ing trouble in Austria for Dr. Doll- 
fuss, the chancellor. In fact, tthe 
pacts taken together may be regard- 
ed as something of a diplomatic tri- 
umph, for the Soviets for they have 
at a single blow protected their whole 
European frontier, settled by means 
of letting it rest in abeyance their 
quarrel over Bessarabia with Ruman- 
“a, ard gained the friendship of Pol- 
and, in the political sense, that is, 
against possible friction with Ger- 
many. 

‘*The Union of Socialist Soviet Re- 
publics,” says the Times, “can now 
turn to the Far East without tbe 
anxiety that its absorption there | 
might be exploited in the west. Sim- | 
ilarly, the neighbors of Germany, 
should they become involved in con-| 
flict with Nazi bands, will not feel | 
that Soviet Russia is going to snatch | 
advantages out of their embroilment | 
M. Titulescu, the foreign minister of , 
Rumania, with Mr. Litvinov, seems | 
to have been the prime mover in 
these successful negotiations. They 
are to be congratulated on their in- 
itiative which other states are invit- 
ed to follow.” 

Actually, the pact reinforces the 
prospects of peace and the abolition 
of war between 265,000,000 people.

Britain’s Monster Clock 


Minute Hand Is Huge Girder Seven- 
teen Feet Long 

A remarkable clock just erected on 
the Grand Buildings, Trafalgar 
Square, London, England, is claimed 
to be the largest in the British Em- 
pire. Its face is 759 square feet in 
size, whilst Big Ben is only a little) 
of 400 Square feet. The minute hand | 
is really a huge girder 17 feet long. 
The clock is illuminated day and 
night by neon and the size of the 
largest letter is 8 feet 9 inches, the 
smallest being 2 feet 6 inches. Nearly 
600 feet of neon tubing was used in| 
making the letters, and the electrical 
connection required 9914 miles of wir- 
ing. The clock mechanism is contain- 
ed in a box only 3 feet wide, one foot 
from back to front and 18 aha 
high. The clock, synchronized with | 
Greenwich, never requires winding, | 
being worked directly by electricity, 
and Londoners now set their own 
watches by it. Over 14 tons of steel 
were used in the construction of this 
tremendous timepiece.

New Clock Very Accurate 


Master Timepiece Will Not Vary 
Second In Five Years 

A master clock that will not gain 
or lose one second in five or six years, 
was described before the 219th meet- 
ing of the Physics Club of New York 
by’ O. H. Caldwell, former Federal 
Radio Commissioner. The clock was 
completed recently in Washington by 
engineers of the United States Gov- 
ernment and will be installed at the} 
Naval Observatory there to regulate 
all official clocks and correlate over 
government radio stations. In short, 
the new timepiece will set the pace 
for all activities ashore and afloat. 
The clock operates on a _ unique 
principle. A slender bar of crystal 
quartz a few inches long is suspended 
in an air chamber, in which the tem- 
perature is kept constant to within 
a few hundreths of a degree. The 
arrangements of the quartz bar in 
the chamber is such that air vibra- 
tions react on it to produce what is 
called “accoustic feedback.” The bar 
of quartz is delicately suspended on 
Slender threads. An accuracy of one 
part in 100,000,000 is claimed. 

“Clocks operated by other means 
are not nearly of such accuracy,” 
said Mr. Caldwell. ‘Even the best 
pendulum timepieces have a daily er- 
for. They run fast and slow, in ac- 
cordance with the attraction of the 
moon’s mass. But the electronic 
clock, employing crystal, goes serene- 
ly on beating time, undisturbed by 
the effect of moon on earth.

From there it spread grad- 
ually to Cairo, the Riviera, London 
and New York.

Evolution Of Electric Lamps 


New Type Is Very Different From 
Old Style Tungsten 

Edison's . tungsten electric lamp 
was one of the marvels of the 1893 
Chicago World’s Fair. A new type 
of electric lamp, the sodium-vapor 
bulb, promises to be the most signifi- 
cant scientific device on exhibit at the 
Century of Progress Fair, 40 years 
later. A Dutch sodium-vapor bulb ex- 
hibited at a New York icientific 
meeting the other night has 16 times 
the visibility of ordinary tungsten 
lamps and provides from three to 
four times as much light for the 
same amount of electricity. The 
new lamp provides an unusual yellow 
light, said to be helpful to vision.

A suitable mineral mixture contain- 
ing a small amount of iodine in some 
form should be available to sheep and 
lambs at all times.

Warning that capitalistic nations 
must pool ail scientific knowleige 
and trade secrets to meet the “chal- 
lenge of Soviet Russia's ‘industrial 
system and end unemployment” was 


voiced before the American Assoc.a- | 


tion for the Advaccement of Science. 

Only by this means: could the na- 
tions that now aré iii the lead indus- 
trially maintain this lead, said Dr. 
A. P. M. Fleming, engineer of the 
Metropolitan-Vickers Electrical Com- 
pany of England, one of the 30 for- 
eign scientists invited to speak be- 
fore the summer meeting of the as- 
sdciat.on. 

“Thre is in the U.S.S,R.,” he said, 
“a larger body of organized research 
workers under unified control than 
exists in any other individual coun- 
try in the world. The Soviet govern- 
ment looks to science to play a most 
important part in its industrial and 
economic activities. 

“Whether the Soviet plans succeed 
or fail, already enough has been ac- 
complished to show the possibilities 
of this combined scientific effort. 
Even partial success may have far 
reaching effects on the rest of the in- 
dustrial world. 

“This situation is developing at a 
time when there is little industrial 
co-operaton between the other coun- 
tries and there is no doubt that this 
challenge of a communal to a com- 
petitive plan justifies a careful con- 
sideration of the advantages of furth- 
er co-operation especially in the mat- 
ter of pooling of scientific resources 
and experience. 

“With the lead that the foreign 
manufacturing countries jointly pos- 
sess and with the fullest use being 
made of their joint scientific re- 
sources, it should be possible to meet 
the challenge successfully.”

‘time, these facts are available to sci- 
ence, as a result of the work of the 
Canadian-American Halibut Commis- 
sion. 

Discovery of the first halibut lar- 
vae ever found, queer little organisms 
much like an enlarged globule of 
tapioca with black spots for eyes and 
tiny beginnings of a tail, has been 
announced by John P, Babcock, chair- 
man of the commission. 

It is a discovery of first rate. im- 
portanee to the scientific world, which 
has tried for years to understand the 
life history of the salmon. To Gov- 
ernments,.and to everyone who en- 
joys halibut as food, it is still more 
important, for it will eventually en- 
abe Canada and the United States to 
adopt scientific measures for the con- 
servation of this great fish family. 

Mr. Babcock said that the eggs 
were found on the banks of the south 
end of Kodiak to Wosnesenki Island, 
beyond the Shumagins, west of the 
gulf of Alaska. This early life his- 
tory has up to now been unknown 
except for the discovery in the Atlan- 
tic of a few larval stages, some of 
which were taken over great depths 
near Iceland and some off the coast 
of Newfoundland. 

“From this it has been -considered 
that the halibut was a deep-sea 
spawner, passing its early life over 
great depths,” Mr. Babcock said.

| tives of every phase of empire life, 
| the prince said, “I know Canada bet- 
ter than any other part of the empire.

Pian To Build Barth's Tallest Tower 


A proposal to erect a tower in 


the Paris skyline, has gripped public 
imagination, and is being carefully 
studied by experts. 

It would be a fedture of the ex- 
position of 1937, just as the Eiffel 
Tower was erected for the great ex- 
position of 1889. The new tower, ac- 
coridng to the suggestion, would be 
known as the “Lighthouse of the 
World.” 

The proposed tower planned by Pers 
and Hugues, architects, would be 2,- 
800 feet in height, as compared with 
the 1,248 feet of the Empire State 
Building of New York and the 984 
feet of the Eiffel Tower, which until a 
few years ago was the highest struc- 
ture in the world. 

Under the plans of the architects, 
there would be a platform at about 
1,500 feet, to which access would be 
obtained by automobiles climbing up 
& spiral slope at a rise of eight de- 
grées, and also by elevator. Another 
platform would be situated at 1,800 
feet, and here there would be a gar- 
age capable of accommodating 500 
cars, and a restaurant which would 
seat 2,000 persons. 

At the top of the tower would be 
an installation for giving air and sun 
cures and the designers believe that 
at that altitude the weather, in a 
cloudiss sky, would be as balmy as 
that enjoyed at the Riviera. A huge 
light would be installed at the peak, 
and striking lighting effects would 
distinguish the entire structure. 

Two ramps would be built for cars, 
with the descending ramp equipped 
with cables. 


How To Clean Jewelry 


Process Is Simple, But Care Must 
Be Exercised 

Pearls ought always to be kept 
in a velvet-lined box, for this helps 
to preserve their color. If dust has 
collected between the beads rub 
thm with a soft brush, and their 
lustre can then be restoged by dip- 
ping them in magnesia powder. 
They can be left buried in the pow- 
Ger for a few hours and then ,af- 


should be rubbed gently with 
chamois leather. Ivory beads can 
be cleaned by washing them in 
Warm soapy water, then - rinsing 
them and rubbing them, bead by 
bead, with a piece of cotton wool 
dipped in hydrogen peroxide. Leave 
this on for a few minutes, and then 
rinse and dry the beads. All metals 
tarnish in contact with the air, and 
dust soon clogs up. the jewelry. Rings 
set with precious stones should al- 
ways be removed from the fingers be- 
fore washing, because water loosens 
the settings. You can wash gold or- 
naments in warm soapy water and 
gently rub them with a soft nail- 
brush. After rinsing place the orna- 
ments in warm water to which a few 
drops of ammonia have been added 
and, finally, dry with a clean cloth. 
Then polish with jeweler’s rouge 
moistened with ammonia. Silver orna- 
ments can also be first washed and 
then polished with whitening moist- 
ened with methylated spirit. No 
moisture must ever be allowed to 
touch turquoises or opals. Corals 
should never be washed in warm 
water.

Serum For Melancholia 


Biologist Has New Method Of Treat- 
ing Mental Diseases 

Melancholia and even certain forms 
of bad temper can be cured, it is 
claimed, by a new serum discovered 
by the Vienna biologist, Professor W. 
Hausmann, according to a recent pub- 
lication of the psychiatric clinic of 
the Vienna University. 

Professor Hausmann has found in 
the red blood corpuscles a substance 
usually sensitive to the influence of 
light. In view of the fact that light 
has a very definite vitdlizing effect 
on both body and mind, Dr. Haus- 
mann and other scientists decided to 
make this a new method of treat- 
ment for mental diseases. 

After successful experiments on 
animals, tests were made on patients 
of the psychiatric clinic; which 
proved to be most encouraging. In 
the majority of cases a considerable 
improvement of the mental trouble 
was noticed after the patients were 
given a number of injections with 
the serum extracted from the red 
‘corpuscles of the. blood. Melancholia 


moods became less frequent and less 


depressing, and the appetite and ac- 
tivity of the patients increased. 
According to observations at the 
psychiatric clinic, the effect of the 
new treatment was increased by the 


application of ultra-violet rays. In 


several cases of profound melancholy 
positive and lasting results were ob- 
tained, it was claimed. ;

new 700 miles-an-hour wind tunnel, 
which is to be constructed at the Na- 
tional Physical Laboratory, Tedding- 
ton, England. y 

The tunnel will provide the fastest 
duced—with a velocity nearly. equal 
to that at which sound travels 
through air. This will render it posst- 
ble for the first time for wind res‘st- 
ances to be measured at speeds close- 
ly approximating to the highest muz- 
zle velocities obtainable. 

As a result. research workers will 
be able to obtain exact data on the 
relative merits of projectiles con- 
structed. with various modifications 
to existing standard shapes. Instead 
of elaborate and costly gunfire trials 
with projectiles the whole work will 
be performed in the, laboratory. The 
air will rush past the shell instead of 
the shell rushing through the air. 

The chief directions in which im- 
provement may be expected are ‘in in- 
creased range in the case of shellifire, 
and greater resistance to “drift” due 
to a sideways wind, in the case of 
rifle-fire. In the latter case it will be 
possible to reproduce the full effect of 
lateral wind of any desired strength 
by placing the bullet to be tested at a 
small angle to the 700-miles-anr-hour 
gale. 

The importance of such practical 
tests lies in the fact that hitherto it 
has proved impossible to make pre- 
cisé calculations of air resistance 
based on theory alone. With both 
ships and aircraft it has been found 
that important improvements can be 
obtained by apparently insignificant 
changes in design. 

In the method which will be adopt- 
ed, the projectile will be suspended in 
the wind tunnel by an apparatus which 
will automatically record the-various 
forces exerted on the projectile. This 
record can be transmitted by elec- 
trical means to an observer outside, 
who has as full a knowledge of every- 
thing that is happening to. the projec- 
tile as if he were in the tunnel. 

The new tunnel is to be construct- 
ed, in order to make use of the enor- 
mous air pressure developed in the 
laboratory’s compressed air tunnel for 
aircraft testing, which is ready to be- 
gin work. ; 

When testing in this tunne! is com- 
pleted, the air it contains, which ex- 
erts a pressure of 5,000 tons on the 
giant castings at either end, w'll be 
released through the new projectile 
tunnel. It is estimated that the blast 
of air will last for about twenty min- 
utes at the full speed. In addition to 
projectile testa the tunnel will be used 
to measure the forces on the tops of 
aeroplane propellers, from which 
other improvements are expected. 

The creation of the compressed air 
| tunnel, which alone makes the projec- 
tile tunnel a possibility, is a minor 
triumph for the British steel industry. 
Its components are so large that it 
| was necessary to build the containing 
building round it. The whole has been 
| tested up to the record pressure of 
550 pounds a square inch—more than 
| forty-five times the normal pressure 
of the atmosphere.
